By increasing the present price ceilings for all domestic 
brands on the market in March, 1942, the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration reported today, manufacturers will be able to re- 
sume the production of lower-priced brands. 

Here’s how OPA figured cigar smokers will be able to save 
$50,000,000 a year despite the higher prites: The 5-center, which 
became a 6-center in November, 1942, has virtually disap- 


peared, forcing smokers to buy 15-centers. 


“"The saving,” as 


OPA put it, “will represent the difference between the cost. to 
the consumer of the lower-priced cigars that will again be 
available, and the cost of higher-priced substitutes.” 
Manufacturers, under the new regulation, must produce low- 
higher-priced 


priced brands in the same ratio with 


brands that 


existed in the first six months of 1943. 
The new ceilings become effective November 13.

Late front dispatches said Amer- 
ican doughboys were still plugging 
ahead after dark tonight against 
the German army group command- 
edby Gen. Von Blaskowitz. 
NAZIS FEAR OUTCOME 

Several other bridgeheags were 
established on either side of Rou- 
ves, 13 miles southeast of Metz, 
via pontoon bridges and rubber 
assault boats as Third Army spear- 
heads advanced within 28 miles 
of the Saar. Normally a tiny 
stream, the Seille was swollen to 
three times its breadth by 36 hours 
of steady rain. 

(A German radio commentator, 
asserting that Patton had available

the Seille attack was “but the first 
act of a large-scale offensive 
against the Reich which may be 
extended to other front sectors 
within the next few hours.”’)

Vicious Leyte 
Battle Rages 
Despite Storm 


By The Associated Press. 

Vicious fighting between Amer- 
ican and Japanese forces on Leyte 
Island in the central Philippines 
raged today in the hills flanking 
the Ormoc road despite a tropical 
hurricane that lashed battle areas. 

The Yank doughboys were hit- 
ting the Japanese in their strong 
ridge positions while long-range 
artillery hammered the Nipponese 
without letup along the Ormoc 
corridor and to the rear. Guerrilla 
forces in the mountains were 
harassing the Japanese. a 

Before the hurricane grounded 
the planes, American airmen 
bombed supply and troop areas 


and shot ‘down seven Japanese 


fighters. . 
JAPS HIT SAIPAN : 

Meanwhile, U. S. Pacific fleet 
headquarters reported a Monday 
midnight Japanese aerial hit 
against Saipan and Tinian, in the 
Marianas, during which American 
ack-ack gunners shot down three 
enemy planes and probably ac- 
counted for another. 

American planes raided Jap- 
anese bases in the Volcanos, Mari- 
anas, Palaus and Marshalls and at 
Marcus and Wake islands. 1

off Mindanao in the southern Phil- 
ippines, Gen. MacArthur announc- 
ed yesterday in a communique sup- 
plement covering air actions of the 
past 24 hours. 

West of the Leyte» invasion 
scene, Liberators and fighters 
ranged over Cebu, Negros and 
Panay, destroying 35 enemy planes 
for certain, probably destroying 
three others and sinking a 1,000- 
ton freighter. One bomber and 
three fighters were lost. 

Liberators scored bémb damage 
on shipbuilding yards in a raid on 
Malili, on the Gulf of Bone, Dutch 
Celebes.

American communiques told of 
the destruction of 469 Nippon 
planes in Manila and nearby areas 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Since Gen. MacArthur’s libera- 
tion forces hit Leyte beaches last 
month the Nipponese have lost 1.,- 
000 planes while 71 of their war- 
ships have been sunk or damaged 
in Philippine operations.

DeKalb county voters have ratified issuance of $1,600,000 in bonds 
for postwar improvement of the county and this is one of the first 
counties of the state to provide adequate financing for an after-the- 
war program, official results of the election show. 


Scott Candler, DeKalb commis- 
sioner, and his aides were enthu- 
siastic about the ability of the 
county to take full advantage of 


any federal funds which may be- 
come available in a public works 

‘Ogram. 

Every one of the seven proposals 
carried by overwhelming votes, 
and the constitutional majorities 
given the issues were substantial. 

Official tabulations, issued yes- 
terday after the vote was consoli- 
dated, followed predictions made 
in yesterday’s Constitution that 
the issues were ratified. 


OFFICIAL SCORE 


The official score is: 

For $1,000,000 for road improve- 
ment and paving, 10,864; against, 
2,289. 

For $250,060 for construction of 
a combination county administra- 
tion building and jail, 10,807; 
against, 2,563. 

For $100,000 for additions to the 
existing courthouse, 10,125; 
against, 2,908. 

For $100,000 for park improve- 
ments, 10,149; against 2,822.

RESULTS IN BALANCE 


Results of the bond issue hung 
in the balance at a late hour last 
night, althowgh all the issues had 
been given large majorities, due to 
the fact that a constitutional provi- 
sion stipulates that included among 
those favoring a bond issue must 
be a majority of the registered 
voters. 


DeKalb had 18,291 on its regis- 
tration list, and to authorize the 
issue at least 9,146 votes were re 
quired in favor of the bonds, no 
matter how overwhelmingly the 
were favored. This cau consid- 
erable concern during the early 
reports, but when the Decatur 
courthouse box reported 3,746 fa- 
voring the issuance of the securi- 
ties with only 411 negative votes, 
advocates of the issue were posi- 
tive they had been approved. 

Results of the official tabula- 
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tions confirmed their belief, and

In addition to voting the bonds, 
DeKalb voters also sent Sen.

attorney, mustering 12,070, while 
Alexander received 630. 

DeKalb residents also voted 
overwhelmingly for President 
Roosevelt’s re-election, giving him 
12,069 votes as against 2,484 for 
Dewey, and 71 for the Independ- 
ent Democratic ticket. 

Other DeKalb nominees won 
their new terms without opposi- 
tion.

Legal Protection for Farmers 


The State Department of Agriculture, 
in its biennial report just published, lays 
down a program for farm progress which 
includes, among other things, legislative 
action “to properly protect farmers in 
buying feed and seed.” 


There have been indications for some 
time now that Georgia’s present feed and 
seed law was inadequate. Commissioner 
Tom Linder is justified in urging the legis- 
lature to take ation to close the loop- 
holes and it is to:be hoped that body will 
follow his suggestions without delay. 


Other commehdable recommendations 
made in the biennial report include: 


1. Establishment of state farmers’ 
markets at Augusta and Savannah, in- 
creasing the size of the Atlanta market, 
erection of cold storage and quick freezing 
plants at the larger markets, and. legisla- 
tive action to provide for the standard 
grading, packing,and labeling of Georgia 
produce. 


2. Increasing the animal pathological 
laboratory facilities, with branch offices 
to be established throughout the state.

Once upon a time there was a man who had

: That little story illustrates one feature of the 
Two Parties presidential victory by the “tired old man” who 
had lost his grip and his punch.

Victory in Europe _ 
Deferred to 1945? 


If final victory in Europe depends on the 


western front, it now appears probable that we. 


? = must wait until 1945 for that longed-for achieve- 
ment. We can’t, of course, predict what is going to happen on the 
Russian front. The Red armies seem to do their best fighting in 
the winter, after the mud of the fall season has been solidified into 
ice. There is no way of foreseeing how deep Stalin’s armies may 
drive into Germany before spring comes. 

However, in the final analysis, the problem breaks down into 
consideration of two factors, supply and the weather. And the 
ability of the Allied forces in the west to drive across the Rhine 
to victory, even. given the best possible weather, must wait on 
supply of materiel. 

We now have in our possession two large ports, Cherbourg and 
Antwerp, as the funnels through which we must pour the supplies 
and the reinforcements which Eisenhower must have. Cherbourg is 
sufficiently restored that it is operating almost at full capacity. But 
Cherbourg is 400 miles from the front and everything has to be 
carried that 400 miles, after it is unloaded at Cherbourg, either by 
train or truck. - Railroad equipment in France is still in poor con- 
dition, leaving by far the greater burden on trucks. Those trucks 
are hauling the supplies across France as fast as mechanically pos- 
sible, running night and day, without pause, with one shift of 
drivers taking over when another has to sleep. 

Antwerp, however, is close to the vital northern end of the 
front. Antwerp, in capacity, in location, is ideal for our purpose. 
Once we put the vast dock facilities of Antwerp into full operation, 
we shall be able to pour in such a flood of supplies of all kinds 
that we will be able to number the days remaining before victory 
with almost mathematical exactness. . 


We have Antwerp. We have cleared the last 
Not Yet Ready German guns which have controlled the estu- 
ary through which ships Antwerp-bound must come. It has taken 
long weeks to do this, but at last the job is done, 

Don’t think, however, this means we can already send our 
armadas of cargo ships steaming up to the Antwerp docks. It will 
take more weeks before that 50-mile approach to make it usable. 

_In the first place, we know the Germans must have sown those 
waters thickly with mines and other contrivances. The mine- 
sweepers will have to go in and do a dangerous and lonhg-drawn job 
first of all. 

Then the dredgers will have to get to work. The Antwerp 
waterways fill up with silt, quickly, if not constantly dredged. In 
peacetime the dredges are always at work. The Germans, bottled 
up by the Allied fleets, have been unable to use the port. It would 
be foolish for us to expect them to have kept the channels clear. 

Some of us have wondered why German garrisons in the port 
cities of Belgium and France have put up such desperate, forlorn 
hope, fighting. Some still are. We haven’t taken St. Nazaire, 
Lorient, Bordeaux yet. The reason is plain. It is this very delay 
in supply of Eisenhower’s men that the Germans fight to achieve, 
And we must admit they have been quite successful. 

: There is another angle to the prolongation of the 
The Air War war in Europe we are apt to overlook. That is 
the vastly greater destruction from the air which can be showered 
on Germany now we occupy France and Belgium and most of 
Holland. 

Our bomber command can use air fields just a few miles from 
Germany, now, instead of having to fly all the way from bases in 
England. It will require less fuel and consequently permit heavier 
bomb loads per sortie. It will make possible more accurate fore- 
cast of the weather over the German objectives to be bombed, it 
will permit a plane to fly two or more sorties in the time, and on 
the supplies, needed for one flight to enemy territory a year ago. 

Another important factor is that of surprise. By losing the coast, 
the Germans lose the use of a highly organized aircraft warning 
system by which they could, in former days, discover the approach 
of Allied air fleets and deduct the probable targets in time to throw 
their ground and air defenses over the threatened area into action 
before we arrived. 

Now the advantage of that advance warning is lost to the Ger- 
mans. From air fields not far behind the ground battle lines, our 
bombers and fighters cah be over their targets in Germany before 
the enemy can have an inkling of their tactics for the raid. 

All in all, it looks like another winter of war,. but a winter 
of war that will be tougher on Germany and the Germans than 
anything they have even imagined in the past.

At Home 


If we have at last learned to 
profit by experience, and _ still 
have the courage and imagination 
for pioneering, we can solve one 
of our chief problems by doing to 
ourselves as we would do to oth- 
ers. 

People who are now too old to 
be in uniform can remember the 
sad mistake we. made after the 
other war. 

Factories were idle because they 
had no market for their products 
and workers were unable to find 
jobs. The obvious need was more 
market, and some genius thought 
of a way to provide them. 

People in other lands needed our 
products in almost unlimited quan- 
tity. They were willing to buy if 
we would accept payment in goods 
—as nations must when they en- 
gage in foreign trade—but we al- 
ready had more goods than we 
could sell and feared competition. 
The only alternative was to make 
the customers pay in gold, but they 
had no more gold. 

So the genius suggested that we 
lend foreign countries the money 
they needed to buy our products. 
We urged them to borrow, and few 
if any refused. From first to last 
they got billions of dollars. 

Imagine a grocer lending money 
to Tom, Dick and Harry so they 
could buy his stuff. It would be 
only a roundabout way of doing 
a credit business if they all spent 
the money at his store, but many 
would spend it elsewhere. And 
that is precisely what the borrow- 
ing nations did. 

We had no contract requiring 
them to buy our products, so much 
of the money went elsewhere— 
and few of the loans were ever 
repaid. 

Now our financiers are making 
plans to provide loans or long- 
term credits to rebuild Europe and 
Russia, They won’t do it as a 
charity but as good sound busi- 
ness. It is expected to keep our 
factories busy and provide jobs 
for our workers. _ 

But why shouldn’t charity begin 
at home? 

If in 1920 we had used our sur- 
plus billions to build up our own 
country, factories and workers 
would have profited as much or 
more and we'd still have. the 
money. 

Now much of America needs re- 
building and we have undevelop- 
ed regions where billions could be 
spent profitably and safely. If we 
can trust Europe and Russia, why 
can’t we trust America? If it is 
good business to develop Russia’s 
resources, why isn’t it good busi- 
ness to develop ours? If it is our 
duty to save and uplift the world, 
let us at least begin by saving and 
uplifting this part of it.

. WASHINGTON, D. C.—It is now a 
eg that the one great mistake made by Gov. 

reer in the presidential campaign was in arousing the 
people from the political lethargy which had seized the country 
back in midsummer. 

In this he was poorly advised, or else he refused to listen te 
the seasoned counsels of his managers. 

No one can say for sure what the results would have been 
otherwise, but certainly it seems reasonable to assume that the 
New York governor would have fared better had he comported 
himself in a different manner. 

At the outset of the campaign, Democratic managers were 
genuinely disturbed over the outlook for a small turnout of voters. 
War developments in Europe were at their peak about the time of 
the national conventions and there was a feeling that the people 
would be more interested in its outcome than the election. . 

Dewey was given his best chance to win if the total vote could 
be held down to no more than 40,000,000. At one stage of the 
campaign Dr. Gallup, the eminent pollster, predicted that it would 
actually be less than this. 

Hence the concern that had seized Democratic leaders. They 
were afraid that the political apathy born of the war would con- 
tinue up until the November 7 balloting, giving rise to a greater 
outpouring of Roosevelt haters than those who complacently ac- 
cepted the fourth term. 

And then Gov. Dewey came to the rescue. After starting out 
with a mild, dignified sort of campaign which failed to arouse 
anybody on either side, he began to let creep into his c state- 
ments half-truths and exaggerations which threw open to 


Such, for example, as his statement about “absolutely nothing” 
having been done by the administration to prepare us for war, 
his reference to the phony “Roosevelt depression” from 1933 to 
1940, together with his tirades on Communism and the determina- 
tion of the government to keep men in the service for a long period 
after the war. 

In his opening speech of the campaign to the Teamsters’ Union, 
Mr. Roosevelt seized upon the opportunity to ridicule the youthful 
Republican candidate for all of his false statements. It was about 
as effective a job of the kind as the old master, as the President 
is called, had ever done. And it had the desiréd effect. 

Thereafter Dewey seemed to lose his poise. Beginning with his 
Oklahoma City address, the first after the President's teamsters’ 
speech, he started swinging wildly with both fists. And with each 
swing he seemed to throw himself open to further attack. 

The result was that the President’s complacent supporters quick- 
ly shed their complacency and the people became genuinely 
aroused. In no other way is it possible to explain the marked step- 
up in registration figures late in the campaign. 

Dewey gave the CIO Political Action Committee the very stim- 
ulus it needed to corral the great mass of labor vote which was 
preponderantly for the fourth term. It also antagonized other ele- 
ments ‘of voters and caused them to take a far greater interest in 
the campaign than they would have otherwise. 

The people simply resented the kind of underhand attacks that 
were made on the President of the United States at a time of great 
military crisis. 

Dewey may not have won the election had he pares his game 
differently. But he certainly would have ended campaign on 
a higher plane than he stands today as a sorely defeated candidate. 

Had he followed his original Ag og to com himself with 
a dignity that is in keeping with the high o of which he 
aspired, he might have elevated his stature in a way that would 
have caused him to loom as the logical candidate of his party for 
another try at the presidency four years from now. He is still 
young man and time is in his favor. 

As it is, he wound up the campaign on a note that was too 
suggestive of the shyster tactics of a courtroom lawyer. His last 
appeal to the voters, delivered on the night before the election, 
was a base attempt to stir up resentment among the housewives 
of the country over essential government rationing problems, and 
among industrial executives over the system of priorities which 
was put into effect as a necessary part of the war effort. 

There can be little doubt that Dewey ended the campaign with 
a lower stature in public esteem than he started out with He 
proved himself ill-suited and incompetent for the job. In all prob- 
ability, this will be his last chance at the presidency, whereas if 
he had handled himself differently, he might have been given 
another try in 1948,

WASHINGTON.—President Roosevelt won a 
slightly different sort of mandate in his re-elec- 
tion and a somewhat new ty of Democratic 

party emerged from his fourth victory at the polls. 


He went to the people on the 
record of his administration in 
the war, on the diplomatic ar- 
rangement by which the Allied 
Powers have been held together 
under considerable stress, and on 
the plans he and Secretary of 
State Hull began to lay months 
ago for an international organiza- 
tion to keep the peace, well forti- 
fied by. adequate force to check 
aggressors. . 

These were the issues hé made 
paramount, coupled with pledges 


to carry forward the New Deal,|. 


on a broadened basis, to provide 
jobs’ in the days ahéad when the 
giant war machine must be dis- 
mantled and American industry 
reconverted to produce for peace. 

His hands should be strengthen- 
ed for the battle with congress— 
for it’ will be a battle, congress 
being constituted as it is—by this 
decision from the people, coming 
in the midst of war, with the war 
and the issues of peace predomi- 
nant in the minds of the people. 

The regular Democratic party, 
as it has been known, did not win 
this victory. Labor, militant, alert 
and organized as never before, de- 
serves credit for President Roose- 
velt’s re-election. It was a labor 
educated, too, to the great issues 
of the war and the peace to come. 

The part that labor played was 
demonstrated in the great hordes 
who marched to the polls in the 
big cities and in the smaller towns 
where war plants are located. It 
was demonstrated, statistically, in 
the voting totals in these same 
cities which equaled or went be- 
yond the figure of four years ago 
when the country was at peace. 
It was a mammoth turn-out when 


the absence of so many millions in 
the service is taken into account. 

Labor made up for the weak- 
ness, in some cases the laxity, of 
regular Democratic organizations. 
Here and there it was obvious that 
these organizations were almost 
literally shoved into action by the 
example of its new ally. This 
ally was not always politely ac- 
cepted. 

Labor earned the right to part- 
nership in the Democratic party. 
It probably will have a struggle 
for recognition. 

The old southern leadership has 
resisted it, and probably will con- 
tinue to do so. But this leader- 
ship, still so powerful in congress 
got a rebuke in the election. It 
had been lukewarm. While th 
national leaders, themselves; steer- 
ed clear’ of the revolt in the south 
that was stirred up a few months 
ago, local leaders tried to break 
the southern states away from the 
President. But the plain people 
of the south still stand by the 
President. 

This election victory, too, was 
swelled by contributions by others 
not always identified with the 
Democratic party—by Indepen- 
dents and undoubtedly also by 
many Republicans who deserted 


‘the party: and joined President 


Roosevelt because of eir keen 
interest in the war and in a post- 
war international organizatien. 

They have an interest and 
stake in the victory which should 
help to raise it beyond a purely 
partisan achievement. They will 
bring their pressure upon con- 
gress, along with labor, to achieve 
the ideals enunciated by President 
Roosevelt for his international 
program.

A 
drop, a splash, a centimeter of 
wetness results: a star-shaped pat- 
tern on a roof or in the dust— 
and that is all. But behold a mo- 
ment! 

That was but a tentative note 
to see if the earth be in tune, and 
now the music begins. The lights 
go out, there’s the heavy bass 
thunder, the lightning crashes 
through the brasses—(it must 
have been written by Wagner!) 
and here's your rain. 

It reaches the treetops first 
and polishes those off, cleanses 
them of bird lime and insects un- 
til the leaves shine and glisten. 
And now for the courthouse and 
the face of the clock which never 
would get washed if it didn’t rain 
occasionally; and then harder, 
harder, till all the rooftops are 
black and shining like -lacquer.

Ruin Appetite 
For Good Food 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


It is eating between meals that 
keeps the thin girl thin. Usually, 
she eats sweets and that ruins her 
appetite for good nourishing food. 
Now, if she had a glass of milk 
between meals or orange juice 
with a beaten egg, that would be 
all to the good. But anyone that 
is health-minded isn’t apt to be 
too thin. 

The run-of-thé-mill underweight 
doesn’t eat much breakfast but is 
ready for a candy bar around 11 
o'clock in the morning and for an 
ice cream soda around four in the 
afternoon. As she says, nothing 
makes her fat anyway, so why not 
eat sweets and enjoy them? She 
doesn’t want breakfast because she 
isn't used to eating it and the 
sweets take the edge off her appe- 
tite for the other two meals.
